Mr.  Chaimian  and  Gentlemen^ 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1944, 

Apart  from  the  provision  of  oO  .Agricultural  V/orkers  ' Cott;ages 
there  hcas  been  no  change  to  report  in  the  Housing  situation, 

notifiable  diseases  shov)  decreased  notifications  for 
Scarlet  fever^  Measles^  and  Uhooping  Cough. 

Three  causes  of  diphtheria  were  again  notified  - the  youngest 
bring  17  years  of  age.  During  the  year  242  children  v?ere  irrmunised 
bringing  the  total  of  children  so  protected  to  2,417. 

A-pproximately  80^  of  the  under  five  year  olds  and  35^  of  the 
five  - fifteen  year  olds  have  been  immun,ised. 

No  correction  has  been  made  to  allorj  for  the  children 
immunised  vjho  ha.ve  reached,  the  o-gs  of  fifteen  years,  so  that  the 
above  figures  can  only  be  regarded  as  an  estimate.  Hovv'cver, 
returns  received  from  22  of  the  schools  in  the  Rural  District, 
covering  938  children  shovj  that  89^'  have  been  immunised.  This 
estimate  covers  only  the  five  - fourteen  year  old.  a.ge  groups. 

A very  serious  case  of  overcrowding,  in  which  21  adults 
and.  children  occuoied.  a five  roomed,  house,  had.  to  be  dealt  v.’ith 
by  legal  action. 

The  GeneroU  health  of  the  Rural  District  remains  reasonably 

good.

Mr,  Chairman  .and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  third  Annual  Report  on 
my  .activities  during  the  ye.ar  1944* 

Having  regard  to  present  circumstances  \^jhich  continue  to 
be  difficult,  some  useful  progress  has  been  m.ade  in  gener.al 
public  health  adminis t r.at ion . 

Intervievjs  with  owners  and  occupiers  in  respect-  of  various 
complaints  have  usu.ally  brought  the  results  required  but  in  one 
case  of  overcrowding  it  was  necessary  to  apply  to  the  Court 
for  .action  which  .alleviated  the  overcrowding. 

In  May  of  this  ye.ar.  the  pupil  appointed  as  recently  an 
Aiugust,  1945,  was  called  upon  for  Milita^ry  Service  and  left 
your  employ. 

The  thirty  Agricultur.al  Workers'  Cottages  ha.ve  been 
completed  during  the  ye.air  and  are  all  occupied. 

The  Maintenance  of  your  housing  est.atd,  which  now  comprises 
201  houses  was  given  close  attention,  and  for  the  most  part 
orders  for  repairs  were  carried  out  very  promptly,  due  to  the 
willingness  of  the  contractors  within  your  area. 

The  work  of  the  Fuel  Office  continued  to  increase  as 
restrictions  on  the  use  of  fuels  became  more  stringent  and  it 
appears  inevitable  that  the  appointment  of  Fuel  Overseer  will 
have  to  be  made  a separtite  post.  In  this  branch  of  the  work, 
in  particular,  I would  like  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  fine 
work  of  Miss  Caram,  and  Miss  Clafk:.;^  who  have  during  my  activities 
out  in  the  district,  carried  pr.actically  the  whole  weight  of 
fuel  control. 

The  past  twelve  months  can  best  be  described  as  an 
exceptionally  full  year.
